ASUS aids Logos editors

The Arts and Science Uider- 
graduates' Sodety^yest^day con- 
tributed mVo^mWmiey tor 
two editors of the Montreal iinder- 
ground newspaper Logos. 

The sum was originally slated 
for a bail fund which the news- 
paper hoped to establish, but due 
to the charges fadng the two edi- 
tors, the money is ialready hi use. 

At the prelinUnary hearing held 
yesterday, the Logos editors were 
charged with libd and obscenity, 
which arose from material con- 
cerning the Roman Catholic 
Church and the British monarch. 
The court set a trial date for Dé^ . 
cember, and the judge released 
the two men oh theh- own recog- 
nizance. 

As they were leaving the court- 
room however, 'Lieutenant S.Oly- 
nyk of the Morality Squad stopped 
them. He charged them with cons- 
piracy and the use of false identi- 
ficatton papers. 

Subsequently, another prdhni- 
naiy hearuig took place vihkh set 
a date for the trial hivolving the 



newest charges. The trial will 
take place next week. 

Ball for the two accused was 
set at ^300 each. Since the total 
bail fund consists of $400, one of 
the editors is presently being held 
in the Parthenais jail. Thb same 
jail is currently housuig hidhri- 
duals ^ arrested V under the War 
MëMiSresÀct*^:?^'-- 

According to a spectator at yes- 
terday's hearing, Lieutenant Oly- 
nyk harshly condemned Logos, 
insisthig that the paper was a rail- 
road centre for underground cons- 
piracy work and that Logos was 
playing -a k^ part hi tlie under- 
ground revolutionary network. 

hi 'défôiding the paper, a 
spokesman for the ASUS attacked 
police tactics used in the past 
agabist cçrtahi newspapers. 

!1 want to help because I fed 
that certain newspapers are vie- 
tbns of police terrorism," he 
said: He denied that support for 
the paper came soldy for ideolo-

The leamhig of Hebrew, a 
"bourgeois reactionary language", 
in Soviet terminology is illegal, 
and 23. men were recently arrest- 
ed for this "crime". Jews are not 
allowed to enter the synagogue hi' 
Baku until they have served ui the 
army, and it is illegal to have any 
Jewish activity outside of the syn- 
agogue. 

[V'Eiapite this persecution, Prager 
declared, young Jews hi the Soviet 
Union defy the government by such 
manifestations as the annual Shn- 
chat Torah demonstration. If the 
Soviet Union were to allow Jews 
to emigrate,- he added, 1,500,000 
out of 3-million would leave. 

Gunther Lawrence, author of 
"Three, Million More?" hiform- 
éd the audience that antisemitic 
and antizionist . diatribes follow 
only Lenbi's Centenary on the list 
of the most frequently used topics 
in the hitemal Soviet press. Anti- 
semitism is fanned 1^ equating 
the Jews, through thdr associa- 
tion with Israel, with the Nads, 
from whom one-third of Russia 
suffered from occupatkin during 
the Second World War. ' • , 

The American government, 
according to Lawrence, has ac- 
complished little for the Jews hi 
the Soviet Union, and he noted that 
little was done by Ebcnhbwer and 
Kennedy. "Nixon has done absolu- 
tdy nothing for the Jews in the 
Soviet Union," he asserted vehe- 
mently, "and that applies to many 
other issues too".

Dewar quits CJA D radio 



Perhaps one of the first vlcHro^i^We War Measura" A^^ radio commentator Rod Dewar. who for 
15 years conducted various discussion programs over station CJAD in MontreaI.^^^;vC .: 

In a dispute with station man- the commentator resigned his huihanerneasiira 
ageinent as to the justification of position rather than remain sUent "I do not think there is ever a 
invoking the War Measures Act. on what he considered to be in- time whçn authority should not be 

questioned," Dewar declared FYi- 
day. "The role of the media is to 
do just that." 

"I thinit there is a great danger 
that symptoms are suppressed and 
causes largely ignored. The me- 
dia in Canada sort of rushed lem- 
ming-llke""lnto"the "authoritarian 
womb," he added. 

Dewar was severe hi his crit- 
icism of the government measures 
in view of the Cross-Laporte Idd- 
nappbip^^f Despite requests from 
station management that he tone 
his comments down, Dewar con- 
tinuously urged the government 
to accede to the FLQ ransom re- 
quests including the handing over 
23 "political prisoners" \a Que- 
bec jails in return for the host- 
ages. 

"I thought the government's 
position vis-à-vis the War Mea- 
sures Act would have been much 
stronger having underlined what I 
took to be the first consideration 
of civilized society - the preser- 
vation of human life," Dewar ex- 
plahied. "I believed that the intro- 
duction of the Act would not save 
the lives of Mr. Cross and IMr. 
Laporte. 

Dewar denied that his overall 
personal political views, which 
he described as left of centre, 
had anythbig to do with his dis- 
missal. 

"For the last IS years I have 
been conducting a program of

opinions on social, economic and 
political issues - a kind of mon- 
tage, shall we say," he pointed 
out. "The station has no editorial 
policy as such." 

He reaffirmed his right to say 
what he, believed in on the ah*. 
"I told the station that I could not 
accept its decisions after having 
presented a controversal program 
for 15 years", Dewar said. "I 
don't very often climb up on 
crosses, but this is a very tense 
situation. Yeats once wrote, The 
best lack conviction while the 
worst are full of passion and in- 
tensity.' This is so applicable to 
the situation." 

The commentator added that 
public opinion on his resignation 
has generally been favorable to 
him. However, he has made no 
plans as to future work. 

"Periiaps I have become too 
concerned , with the role of a 
social,iLactivbt,V Dewar stated. 
"I think'^l'mtild like to get away 
for awhile. Perhaps, it Is also 
time for me to reexamine my own 
techniques." 

Surveying the political land- 
scape, Dewar ventured one last 
prognosis. "People not sure 
of what is acceptable and what is 
not. They don't know so they tend 
to go on the safe side. In that 
way dissent is effectively stifled 
without coercion from the govern- 
ment. 

This has been the pattern hi all 
repressive societies," he warn- 
ed. "I realize ihat my trials are 
small potatoes when put into the 
perspective of these terrible days. •

The Carieton University Com- 
mittee to End the War Measures 
Act organized a demonstration on 
Parliament Hill yesterday. 

The Committee, made up of 
atx)ut fifty students, was pleased 
with the turnout on the Hill. A 
fairly large crowd of about seven- 
ty-five persons showed up to pro- 
test government actions, in spite 
of the generally cold and hihospit- 
able weather. 

Bystanders supporting the gov- 
ernment engaged many of the 
demonstrators in fervent discus- 
sions. 

Several individual confronta- 
tion groups gradually appeared on 
the steps leading to Parliament. 

"This is just the first of a num- 
ber of weekly demonstrations", 
said an unidentified Committee 
chairman. 

"Next Sunday well have one 
linMng the struggles for freedom 
of the Quebec and Vietnamese 
peoples", added another unnamed 
Committee chairman. 

The Carieton IWbratorium Com- 
mittee and the Carieton Commit- 
tee to End the War Measures Act 
are made up of basically the 
same people, and. thus naturally 
the two committees^^ organize 
demonstrations with mutual ob- 
jectives. The two committees are, 
they say, open to the general 
public to join. Membership is not 
restricted in any way. 

A wide spectrum of Canadian 
society was represented on Par- 
liament Hill during the gathering 



yesterday, both sides claiming 
supporters from all classes. One 
- long-hahred student, canying a 
placard readhig "Support your 
government", carried on a rather 
protracted conversation with an. 
elderly lady. 

On the very steps of I>arliament 
several Canadians who had recent- 
ly immigrated from the USSR 
boldly opposed some others who 
supported government policies. 

The demonstrations lasted about 
two hours, the groups gradually 
brealdng up and the participants 
drifting away from the centre of 
Canadian government. -

But in doing so, they rejected a 
devil's advocate. If the toy has 
flaws, there is no official voice 
that can complain. And who be- 
lieves a child nowadays? 



Only a paternal attitiide will 
get ' old-age pensioners reduced 
transportation fares now. Or 
welfare offices straightened out. 
Or housing projects of significant 
proportions organized. Or even a 
.sense of the two-party system 
instituted for the politically so- 
phisticated. 

But perhaps it is unfair to crit- 
icize at this moment. The mayor 
has scored a sweeping victory in 
a democratic election held under 
difficult circumstances. Tabula- 
tions say 92 percent of the voters 
support^hiin; Coimcil seat figures 
say that : 100 "percent of the coun- 
cillors support him. 

Yes, this is democracy. You 
get what you ask for.

Progressive Labour: a story of embarrassment and contradiction

The Progressive Labour Party claims to 
be the only bona-fide Maoist organisation in 
the United States. In its attempt, however, 
to maintain the rigidity' and purism of its 
doctrincsi: thé party has reached a stage, 
where it is 'floundering in the embarrass- 
ment and contradiction of its own creation. 
PL, which once formally demanded adher- 
ence to Mao, now intimates that at least 
some of his writings are revisionist. 

History of Progressive Labour • 

The stoiy of PL began with the weakening 
of (he U.S. Communist Party during the fif- 
ties under the impact of-the witchhunt at- 
mosphere of the McCarthy period. The par- 
tial condemnation of Stalin by Khruschev in 
1956 created further dissension within the 
CP. Thousands left the Party. 

It was during this period of the late 1950's 
that most of the founders of the RragressWe 
Labour Movement brolie vdUi'the C.P. The 
first issue of the Progressive Labour ap- 
peared in January 1962, which editorially 
vowed "to assist, in whatever way it canî 
the forward progress of the American 
Labour Movement". 

The first major groups of PLM were 
formed in New Yorlc, California and Wash- 
ington state. These groups criticized the CP 
for supporting the AFlrCIO merger, and for 
depending on reform action within the AFL- 
CIO to revWe a radical labour movement. 

The split also reflected disagreement with 
the CP's growing emphasis on peaceful co- 



existence and the possibility of a peaceful 
transformation of the U.S. economy. 

n 1964, the PL was active in organising 
the first trip by American radicals to Cuba 
and in helping to launch the May 2nd Move- 
ment, which was the Hnl organisation to 
oppose tbe .Vietnam War on a political, anti- 
imperialist' tôsis. The Party also prepared 
a trade union programme (different from the 
current one) and an electoral programme. 

Condemnation of the NLF 

The turning point in PL's history came 
in October 1968. The first step in the direc- 
tion of purism was signified by the prepara- 
tion of a draft of the strategic position pa- ^ 
per; "Road to Revolution II" by the Câtral^ 
Committee. The draft included condemna- 
tion of the National Liberation FYont in Viet- 
' nam for acceptbig arms from the Soviet 
Union. At this time, also, the PL position 
on nationalism emerged. The position is 
summarized in the words of a PL leader. 
Milt Rosen, "All nationalism is reaction- 
ary". 

The Vietnam position led to a split, A 
number of memliiers - including the bullc of 
those worldng in the trade unions - were 
" expdled. 

FYom this point on, PL concentrated 
mostly on its work in SD6 (Students for the 
Democratic society). Within SDS, PL mem- 
~bers ceased to support Cuba and pushed 
their purist doctrines on Vietnam, black li- 
beration and.the'position of students bi the 
revolutionary movement. 
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' After the big spUt of 1969, -SDS, 
national expression of the movement of 
radical student activbm, has ceased to 
exist. PL, however, has continued to. mono- 
polize the name of SDS in many large Uni- 
versities. 

Thus PL, which mk formed in reaction to 
the reformist and over-cbmpromisbig stance 
of the US. ConununistfFâ^has^sIowIy 
moved to the inflexible (iogmatism of re- 
nouncing the subtest degree of adaptability. 



How to destroy racism 

A brief examinstion of some of the doc- 
trines of the organisation, vdll reveal their 
rigidity. 

.- PL's thoroughgoing opposition to black 
nationalism is consistent with its overall 
approach to racism. Racism for PL is im- 
posed upon society through the propagation 
of myths and prejudices. PL argues that 
since woridng unity is in the intérest of the 
entire working class, the struggle against 
racism (purged of the evil nationalist in- 
fluences propagated by the ruling class) is 
in fact notUng other than the class struggle. 
As a result, they bnply that racism can be 
destroyed merely by informing thé white 
working class that the struggle against ra- 
cism is obJectWely in their own interests. 

What PL fails to understand is the fact 
that racism, is less a plot than a system - 
an integrated complex of institutions that 
■perme^es lbe ^^ole society.; E|ack people 
as â 'secttoii of the working class are indeed 
super-exploited, but black people as a na- 
tional minority are especially oppressed. 
And white workers, as a part 61 the white 
society, participate in that oppression. It 
must be recognised that racist, attitudes 
among fibite workers can be reinforced by 
matmd'^tbreats and privileges at the shop 
' floor levid . - so long , as no militant class 
movemoit is fluting for the needs of work- 
ers as a group. 

It is on the basis of a nationalist con- 
sciousness that the current class struggle 
against the special oppression of the black 
people is being waged. P.L.'s oppositton to 
all nattonalism, and the theoretka) mbh- 
mash they have been forced to come i|p with 
to justify their stance, is capable of generat- 
ing nothing but confusioji^particularl^^^ 
among PL's own members and frèimis.: 

Swept up in Its own myth 

Blind to the real, live working class (to its 
potential for independent struggle as well as 
to its deep-rooted racism). PL has been 
swept up in its own myth. Its belief that 
racism can be ended simply by PL's preach- 



ring against it.b^ut bom the saroe'rooIiTS? 
the liberal ap|>ejd to the "conscience of a 
nation," put forward by the old chril rights 
movement. This kind of top^wn, bureau- 
cratic approach is of a piece with PL's 
whole politics. 

This attitude shapes PL's programmes 
for any group in society that might go into 
motion on its own. PL opposes open admis- 
sions to college on the grounds that it fos- 
ters illustons in the- working class that the 
system can meet their ; demands. But the' 
same can be said of the demand for higher 
wages and working conditions, a demand 
which PL supports. In fact any demand short 
of the demand for socialism now may just 
as well be attacked on these grounds. 

Similarly, PL opposes all attempts to 
organise students around felt needs. They 
argue that students must be organheed solely 
to support the woridng class, Into a Worker- 
Student; Alliance,' cbmpoKdot all students 
and no WDrk«fs.'(Whne thé WSÀ ia has 
goierally been dbbanded, the concept re- 
mains). In opposing any and all attempts at 
organising students except in the context of 
support forjroricers, PL denies the value of 
a mass student movement hi the building of 
a revoluttonaiy movement and in the de- 
vebping of allies for the woiting cUës. 



PL's^enunclatira^Cu^HsTiis'pteton 
of Women's Liberation Movement and its 
refusal to recognise the primarily reactki- 
nary role of the family, are also in line with 
its bask doctrinal attitude. 



CKingthe Chinese Revolution 

The most interesting fact is that PL has 
generalised its oppbsiUon to nattonalism in 
^e^.S,^to an hicipient break with 
MaoisnpStematfenally. First, û we have 
seen, iUi^^attid^ Viet- 
nam asv¥^filonibt'^tDr taUng Sbviet arms 
and for entering into negotiatk>ns on the war. 
Then PL attacked all forms of natk>nalism 
as revisionist, citing the Chinese Revolu- 
tion as proof that undçr-developed countries 
can pass immediately to "socialism" with- 
out passing through a natk>naUst, bourgeois- 
democratic stage.' Thb new formulatton b 
dh-ecUy at bdtb^ wjith Mao's stogan of the 
"bloc of four classe" leading to the "New 
Deroocratk" State. 

Placing tlie.centre of worid revolution in 
China, PL speaks of a plot by the VS. and 
Russian imperiaUsts to destroy the Peking 
regime. However, hi attacUng the NLF as 
reviswnist, while the Chinese declared thehr 
solidarity with the NLF, and by formulaUng 
a perspecthre hi direct oppositkn to Mao's 
theory of new democracy, PL, an acclaimed 
Maoist organbatk>n, has come up with the 
charge of revbionbm agahist Mao himself.

Med faculty not 
so unanimous 

After readbig the^ article "Med 
Faculty Pro-Medicare" I decided 
that the tiUe was a lie. The author 
interviewed three students out of 
approximately 450 and one profes- 
sor in the Faculty of Medicine and 
came to , this grossly^ hicorrect 
conclusion. Let me ^'offw ^this 
misguided person some additional 
information. 

Among the people in the Faculty 
of medicine I have spoken to, 
which number about 20-30 thnes 
the number the author contacted, 
the general feeling is that Medi- 
care is definitely a good idea, but 
the program in this province is 
not. The control of the system 
which is in the hands of a group 
of chril servants and the oppres- 
sive opting out sections are the 
mahi complauits. The Health In- 
surance Board will oversee mo- 
ney matters in the scheme and 
the doctors, fear that it will go so 
far as to Ibnit thé number of visits 
a doctor makes to a patient with a 
certain disease t)ecause he ex- 
ceeds the computer average and 
costs too much. The opting out 
sections now state' that a doctor 
may opt out but he won't be paid; 



anything 'by the government if he 
charges more than the government 
fee schedule. So he miist charge 
the government rates, which in 
effect is no different from opting 
in. The fees proposed by the gov- 
ernment are 657o of what is offer- 
ed hi Ontario, much less than bi 
B.C. and even Newfoundland. 

This .program will definitely 
give eqiial medical care to all ci- 
tizens.; The doctors will be seehig 
more patients to earn a compara- 
ble Ihrhig in the plan. This will 
worsen the doctor-patient rela- 
tionship that the author feels will 
be greater in the scheme. Clinical 
teachers for second, third, and 
fourth year Medicine will no long- 
er have as much tbne to devote 
to students. These doctors are 
among the best clinicians and re- 
searchers and hi the past have 
been paid little or nothbig to teach 
medical students. 

The unanhnity in the strike 
showed how strongly the doctors 
oppose the plan. Many specialists 
with small private practices and 
large hospital, research and 
teachhig responsibilities partici- 
pated. These doctors will not suf- 
fer financially ia the scheme but 
they oppose its structure and me- 
thod of implementation. The gov- 
ernment, however, did not want 
to discuss "control" and "optbig 

out". . 

During the strilœ the FMSQ of- 
fered to return to work if the plan 
were postponed. They were ans- 
wered with a law forchig them 
back to work. This law forces all 
doctors faito the system and pre- 
vents any of them from opthig out 
until three months after the plan 
^stàtts^" 



Many doctors, especblly obste-* 
tricians and gynecologists, who 
will be paid approximately one 
third as much for deliveries as ui 
Ontario, are plannhig to leave if 
the system is not changed. This 
will have its effect not only on the 
public but also on McGill Medical 
School. Many medical students 
are now seriously considerhig 
careers ui other provhices and in 
the United States. 

This is the unfortunate situation 
in the Med Faculty. It differs con- 
siderably from what your reporter 
would have us believe.

printers^to'cauor'news of the 
Quebec crisis. 

University papers who nor- 
mally print at the Dartmouth 
Ftee Press have becii severely 
censored hi the past week by the 
shop's owner John Nesbitt. 

Both the Dalhousie Gazette 
and the St Mary's Journal have 
been forced to leave blank spaces 
in - theh" newspaper' latest edi- 
tions, when the printer refused 



to publish copy dealing with 
events in Quebec. 

The Gazette will appear today 
with a blank front page after 
Nesbitt refused to print three 
stories that appeared originally 
in the Montreal Star .- not known 
as a heavily radical or anti-Gov- 
ernment newspaper. 

A spokesman for the Gazette 
staff said discussions are now 
going on between Atlantic region 
newspapers to see v»hat can be 
done to establish a cooperative 
shop where all papers will be 
guaranteed that the copy they 
decide to print will go in theu* 



papers. 

The Journal came back from 
the Nesbitt prhit shop last week 
with a rather large hole on page 
3 after the printer decided on 
his own not to print stories Imm 
Canadian University Press. 

Nesbitt did not inform the 
Journal staff that he was not 
printhig the articles. The Jour- 
nal intends to see what legal 
action can be taken against the 
printer. 

In Newfoundland, the Muse was 
printed only after a call to the 
Fcderal:;fJiistice Department to 
get clearance of copy dealing 
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with théj^uebec situation. 
Iii'Prince^Edwnrd ' Island, the 

Cadre at the University of PEI 
reported this weeliend that much 
of the copy they wanted to run 
in their paper would probably 
not be allowed by their printer. 



OTTAWA (CUP) - WhUethecom- 
. mercial media is attempting to 
play down the situation in Que- 
bec now, protests against the 
Trudeau government for the in- 
vocation of the War Measures 
Act have by no means decreas- 
ed. 

In Ottawa a group of 50 peo- 
ple led by Robin Mathews de- 
monstrated on Parliament Hill 
Sunday charging that a "filthy, 
visions partisan attack is being 
made on the structures of free 
society." 

The protest was organiied by 
the Committee to Repeal the 
War Measures Act. Similar 
committees have been esta- 
blished in major cities across 
the country. 

Québécois students at Uni- 
versité d'Ottawa are putting 
their resources together to 
get out a paper explaining the 
situation in Quebec to their 
fellow students and the Québé- 
cois people vriio Uve in the Otta- 
wa-Hull area. 

In order to solve their problem 
of censorship by the printers, The 
Cadre from the University of 
Prince Edward Island has ask- 
ed the printers of The Muse 
in Newfoundland to print up 
2,000 extra copies of the 
Quebec supplement the Muse 
printed last Friday. 

Papers are being watched clo- 
sely in Quebec it appears, but 
it appears that censorship is 
less of a problem there than' it 
has been hi most other places, v - 

The only danger hi Quebec^ 
comes from. showing any sym- 
pathy towards the FLQ or any 
political Ihie which contradicts 
the status quo. In that case poll-' 
ce may raid your home and ar- 
rest you. 

The situation in Quebec is also 
affecthig the content of telev- 
ision and radio programs. The 
CTV network cancelled two 
episodes of "Ironsides" sche- 
duled for last night and next 
Monday Night. The programs 
were dealtag with terrorism 
hi Quebec. 



VANCOUVER (CUP) - Despite 
assurances from the federal 
Trudeau government that the War 
Measures Act is not hi effect hi 
Canada, premier W.A.C. Bennett 
of British Columbia doesn't 
agree. " 

The BC government now has 
the power to munediately dismiss 
without hearings teachers from 
schools and univenities if the 
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teachers hi any way advocate the 
policies of the FLQ or the over- 
throw of democratically elected 
governments by violent means. ' 

The edict is worded hi such 
a way that any hidhridual teacher 
supporting such demands as pu- 
blic ownership could be sum- 
marily dismissed, as many of the 
policies outlined in the FLQ ma- 
nifesto are shared by other poli- 
tical parties hicluding, not 
only the Parti Quebecob but the 
NOP and the Liberal Party. 

Presumably Social Credit 
supports none of the policies out- 
lined hi the FLQ manifesto such 
as eradication of poverty, slums 
and unemployment. 

Shice the measure was hnple- 
mented through an order in coun- 
cil by the Bennett government, 
two teachers have been dis- 
missed - a high school teacher 
hi Dawson Creek who suggested 
to his class that both sides should 
be examined before the stu- 
dents sent a telegram of support 
to Trudeau, and a Philosophy 
professor at University of Vic- 
toria who openly supported the 
FLQ. 

The BC move prompted the 
Canadian Association of Ibihrer- 
sity Teachers to say the move: 
"Places the teachers of that 
provhice in a position so vulne- 
rable to abuse that it is shocking." 

Alwyn Berland, executive se- 
cretary of CAUr, said hi a 
press release: 

"This act negates the cWil 
rights of the teachers and sets 
them apart as a marked group 
entitled to less Justice under the 
law. And it removes v safeguards 
over academic freedom." 

.Berland also said he has per- 
sonally requested Premier 
Bennett to rescind the govern- • 
ment action hnmediately. 

The BC School Tnistees 
Association has promised to 
^-•'rigidly enforce" the edict, but 
said they are confident the niUng 
vdll not be abused. 

The move could legally be hi- 
terpreted as endangering the 
Jobs of any teachers vriio support 
Uie struggles of the Vietnamese, 
The Black Liberation Struggle, 
or any other forces which advo- 
cate the overthrow of any "de- 
mocratically elected, govern- 
ments". 

In Toronto, Uie Board of Edu- 
cation will consider a motion 
callmg for the hnmediate dis- 
missal of any teacher or other 
employee who advocates the po- 
licies of Uie FLQ.
